The House Committee on Financial Services and the Permanent Select 
Committee on Intelligence (collectively, Committees) file this response pursuant to 
the Court’s September 18, 2019 order directing the parties “to inform the Court of 
their positions, if any, with respect to the motions for leave to intervene for purposes 
of unsealing certain records which motions have been filed by proposed intervenors 
Media Coalition and by proposed intervenors Dow Jones and Reuters.” ECF No. 
180. 


As the Committees informed the proposed intervenors, the Committees take 
no position on the request to intervene. The Committees also take no position as to 
the motion to unseal the redacted portions of the August 27, 2019 Deutsche Bank 
letter, ECF No. 161, to the extent the named individuals are parties to this litigation. 1 

The Committees, however, oppose the motion to unseal, to the extent the 
named individuals are not parties to the suit. In jointly agreeing to seek expedition of 
this appeal, the parties made clear that “[njothing in thjeir] agreement i[s] intended to
